Easy to Determine Whether Soil Is 
Acid or Alkaline by Means of 
Litmus Paper Test.

Tbe natural reaction of fertile suit 
should be sIlKlitly alkaline. Arid 
wills do Dot produce wull. It Is an 
••asy matter to determine whether a 
Kiv.-n soil Is acid or alkaline hy means 
of tba litmus paper test 

Litmus paper may be purchased at 
a drug store In two colors, red and 
blue, and should be of good, strong 
color. To apply the test It Is neres 
nary to knead a handful of tbe soil 
Into a hall with tbe aid of a small 
uuantlty of rainwater. (Do not uae 
well water ) llreak open (be ball and 
place a piece of red pa|»er between 
tbe halves ao that one (hlrd of tbe 
length will remain uncovered. Press 
the two portions together and set 
aside Repeat this with another portion 
of the same still, but Inaert a piece of 
the lilue litmus paper. Kxamlnu the 
test papers at the end of an bour. or 
after standing overnight, and note 
If the) have changed color.

LICE ON CATTLE AND COLTS 

Watch Animals Closely When Put In 
Stables This Winter— Worms 
Also Do Much Injury. 

Usnslly no attention Is given to lira 
on cattle and colls until they have, 
done enough harm to he noticed In tba 
lordltlon of the animals When these 
anftbals are put In the barns this win- 
tor watch them closely and kill the 
lice If they appear before tbey »erl- 
ously rheck the growth ol the stork. 
There Is no better time to kill ticks 
thsn October and November Ons 
kllle'l now means less egga to balcb 
ttrks )n tbe spring 

Wo.-ms do most Injury when the 
stork Is In dry lots and during the 
winter. It Is a good plan to regularly 
feed SHM worm medicine at Intervals 
during tbe winter. Prevention, or at 
least enrly destruction. Is better than 
building up the animals after tbey 
have bren pulled down by worms.
